^"^pagifTc coast rivers. 

The tendency of all largo rivers on 
the Pacific Coast, as civilization 
Bottles along their banks, is to shoal. 
The mining debris uorno along by the 
swift current, the disturbance of the 
deposits of ages by the swash of the 
steamers, the turning up of the 
ground by the plough and the washing 
away of the light top soil by heavy 
rains and spring freshets, all contribute 
their quota to form dangerous bars at 
the river-mouths. The Sacramento — 
the chief river of California — has shoal- 
ed within the last few years, and 
the bar at the entrance of San Francisco 
harbor is becoming a serious obstacle 
to navigators. Columbia rivor bar has 
become a terror to shipping, and the 
day when the commerce which now 
finds its way to Portland must seek a 
new centre is not far distant. A 
writer in the Yakima City Record dis- 
courses as follows on the general condi- 
tion of Columbia river and the ultimate 
fate of Portland : — 

"The amount of debris now carried to 
the mouth of the Columbia is but a hand- 
ful to the amount within the next, throo 
years; for in le33 than that time whole 
mountains along tho Yakima, Wonaeheo, 
Mothow and other streams will bo term 
down by mining companies and corpora- 
tions, and carried to the mouth of tho 
Columbia. In that time, too, hundreds 
of thousands of acres of land, now idle, 
will be broken by tho plow on our hill- 
sides, and, after being ao broken, every 
uhswer of rain, every coating of melted 
biiow will carry millions of tons of this 
loo3e earth and make them wreckers of 
ocean craft whwo tho Croat Republic 
went down. Can tho revenues of twenty 
States keep tho Columbia dredged ? Are 
wo to have millions spent on Swan Island 
'machines' just to accommodate Portland 
capitalists, when naturo made an inland 
sea a hundred and fifty miles long in 
Washington Territory, whero the com- 
binod ocean craft of tho world could all 
lido safely at anchor simultaneously f 

"The handwriting is 'upon tho wall' in 
Portland. God Almighty put it there. 
Tho same God mado Puget Sound. He 
made the law of gravity. Ho put the 
mouth of tho Columbia right in tho face 
of eternal tidal waves and westerly winds. 
Ho made tho Cascades and Rock Ranges. 
He sends into thoso mountains water 
spouts which annually carry enough dirt 
to tho Columbia bar to load every sailing 
vessel on the ocean. Ho has sent tho 
plowman and miner to break this soil; 
and, not so blind as Portland, He saw tho 
final filling up of His great river, and Ho 
made Puget Sound. 

"Politicians, capitalists, Indian rings 
and jugglora have tried to damn this 
Torritory by reporting our mountain 
passes 'impracticable,' by a misuso of the 
great N. P. franchise, and by quartering 
among us the red dovils of tho surround- 
ing country and their ally tho Indian 
agent, thus to retard our growth. But 
their day is near at hand, and while it is 
to be regretted that tho mighty Columbia 
cannot run 'uuvexed to tho sea' any 
longer, it is to bo hoped that the 'thimble- 
riggers' who have always delighted in 
lying about Washington Torritory will lot 
us hoar no more about Portland being tho 
terminus of a great continental railway." 

IN FOREIGN EYES. 

The Portland Oregonian, which has 
always taken a sensible view of British 
Columbian affairs, has a long article on 
tho subject of the relations of this 
province with the Dominion. The rail- 
way matter is fairly stated from the 
date of Confederation to the present, 
and the hostile attitude of the Liberal 
party contrasted with the more enlight- 
ened policy of the Conservatives. Then 
follows a statement of the recent de- 
mand of the Dominion upon the Pro- 
vincial government for the conveyance 
of thp public lands of tho province in 
trust for railway purposes, and the in- 
decent treatment tho communication of 
the confidential agent of the Dominion 
received at the hands of this govern- 
ment The article concludes with n 
few truisms, which arc so thoroughly 
in accord with public sentiment here 
that we present them below: — 

"The public lands which have thus be- 
come a bone of contention aro mostly 
sit uated ca6t of the Cascade range of moun- 
tains, and without a railway, to assist in 
transporting their produce to tho sea aro 
completely worthless. For years tho 
annual receipts from sales of lands have 
not sufficed to pay tho expenses of the 
surveyor-general's office. In many por- 
tions of the upper country the farming 
population has been gradually dwindling 
away, and in all parts tho only thing 
which has retained many in the colony 
has boon the prospects of railway con- 
struction. Should this bo Btopped there 
w^uld bo an immediate exodna from the 
agricultural districts of at least one-half of 
tho present settlors. But if tho lands 
were turned over to tho Dominion gov- 
ernment a regular system of surveys and 
immigration would at once be inaugurated, 
and many of the five or sis thousand men 
who will bo nucdetl upon tho railway 
would become permanent tillers of the 
soil. Under these circumstances it seems 
a suicidal policy for tho provincial govern- 
ment to refuse the demands of tho Cana- 
dian ministry. Tho present kindly fee! 
ingB of the latter towards the colony must 
assuredly bo changed by such treatment, 
and if railway construction proceeds at all 
it will go on with ouch lukewarmness and 
want of energy that no present colonist 
will livo to reap its benefits. Believing 
that our intorosts in tho development of 
iho Pacific coast are identical with theirs, 
wo earnestly hope that tho difficulty may 
bo surmounted," and that a now era of 
prosperity may dawn upon our British 
brethren."

Tho DoaoraliiMA Educators. 

Victoria, May IS, 1880. 

To the Editor of The Colonist : 
Sir, — As a parent and interested rate- 
payer allow me to express my liearty 
thanks and approval for tho determined 
stand you have taken with regard to the 
public school question. But for your 
manly and distinct answer to the gov- 
ernment in reply to their threat to 
serve an injunction in case of your 
publishing the evidence and report tho 
whole Province would have been kept 
in absolute ignorance concerning this 
matter. The evidence producad and 
published places our school system 
before the world in a very disgraceful 
and unsatisfactory manner. I hold 
that our oducational system is the most 
important institution in the Province, 
second to nona — our religious institu-' 
tions included. The prosperity of our 
adopted home depends entirely upon 
the intelligence and learning of the 
rising generation. Judging from the 
information I have at hand there ap- 
pears to be a wide chasm between the 
present superintendent and the teachers 
— tho one trying his utmost to enforce 
cast-iron rules of no practical value ; 
the other repelling tho invasion of old- 
established laws. 

Now, can any reasonable person ex- 
pect any enterprise, educational or 
otherwise, to flourish while there is so 
much bitterness and ill-feeling between 
the principal of that enterprise and his 
subordinates, who are supposed to pro- 
mulgate and advance his views ? It is 
not my intention to take party sides in 
this matter of disagreement between 
superintendent and teachers ; that doos 
not concern me or advance the cause of 
education. But from tho facts adduced 
by tho oommitteo I certainly consider 
the present superintendent- unworthy of 
filling such a high and important posi- 
tion, and expected 'ere this to have 
heard of his resignation. I regret to 
learn the trustees are unable to act 
harmoniously for tho public good and 
advancement of the cause. It may be 
necessary before tho next House is 
convened to replace the present super- 
intendent and some of tho teachers. 
We cannot afford to trifle in such a 
vital and ccstly a matter. I am sorry 
to sco somo slang has gone tho rounds 
of tho press. I consider it a disgrace 
alike to tho writers and editors to 
publish such, and I let it pass for what 
it is worth. 

I fould inform tho trio over James 
Bay that a day of reckoning is fast 
approaching and their actions in this 
matter arc diligently noticed, and will 
be remembered. A Parent. 



Tho Sunday By-la 77. 



To the Editor cf The Colonist : 
Sir. — It seems to me a great injustice 
that the so-called Sunday law should 
bo forced on a community without 
warning, simply at the caprico or die 
turn of a few men who, to say the 
least, would do better to stick to their 
own particular cast, than interfering 
with the old-time, legalised pursuits of 
others. 

I am too old a man of tho world toat- 
tribute to purely religiousor disinterest- 
ed motives any such action as this, that 
the majority of the present councillors 
have seen fit to adopt. 

There is generally a grain of truth in 
all public reports, and it saith on this 
instance that these men aro catering 
for tho_patronage of that portion of the 
community who look with (call it pious 
horror, if you will) on any man who 
toes a lino other than the one they them- 
selves have chalked out. Wo will 
leave it an open question as to the ab- 
stract rights of one portion of a com- 
munity to enforce coercive measures 
upon another portion thereof. It is a 
maxim in law that custom proceeds 
and governs all law; in fact, general 
usage is the starting point from which 
all laws are framed. 

If this is so how can we reconcilo 
the soundness of this measure? From 
the foundation of this city there has 
been no restrictive law relative to our 
business other than what is conceded 
to be usual in all live besiness commu- 
nities; and I think that tho saloon- 
keepers of this city can show as fair a 
record for respectability as any other 
class of dealers in our midst. Then I 
would ask why not let well enough 
alone and not hamper by useless, arbit- 
ary and unbusinesslike regulations a 
class of men who, since tho city was 
anything at all, have contributed at 
loast year by year one-fifth of its cor- 
porate funds.

and consumer into closer relations. 
But whether they build the market or 
not, there is one little thing that I wish 
your city fathers would do, pass a by- 
law making it a penal offence to sell 
or offer for sale oleomargerine without 
brand or label. Oleomargerine looks so 
much like butter that tho fraud is 
easily perpetrated. The profit chiefly 
goes to California or tho cast. The con- 
sumer thinks that lie lias purchased 
cheap butter and the British Columbia 
butter maker has to compote with 
that cheaply made stuff. 

If the City Council has noL power 
then power should be given to thorn 
(by the local legislature) to pass by- 
laws regulating such matters. 

I liopo I will not be considered med- 
dlesome if I suggest that some atten- 
tion should be given to tho inspection 
of food and weights and measures. It 
appears to your humble servant that 
there is room for some industry in that 
direction.

All enquiries at Chatham respecting the 
training ship Atalanta by relatives and 
friends of the three hundred and more 
young seamen nnd elevon ofticors on board 
when she left Bermuda ninity-one clays 
ago have now ceased, and tho belief now 
prevails that from somo inexplicable cause 
the stability of the vessel became en- 
dangered, and the ship succumbed to one 
of the terrific gales known to have pro- 
vailed soon after alio left Bermuda.

OREGON. 

Umatilla, May 12.— S. S. Snyder 
owns a band of sheep and they are be- 
ing herded on the hills about two 
miles south of this place. Ho employed 
a herder named Murphy, who was 
camped a short distance above Mr. 
T. D. French's hold. Yesterday Mr. 
Snyder was informed that the herder 
was allowing his sheep upon his 
(French's) premises and into his grain 
field, and requested that they bo kept 
away. Mr. Snyder employed young 
Andorson to go and see Murphy about 
it. Accordingly Anderson went up to 
see him yesterday evening. Murphy 
had been drinking and seomed enraged 
when Anderson told his business. He 
said to Anderson, "Did French tell 
Snyder that the sheep were in his field V 
Anderson answered in tho affirmative, 
and Murphy replied, "He's a liar; I'll 
go and kill him," at tho samo time 
going into the tent and getting a 44- 
calibcr Remington revolver. Just then 
Mr. French came walking up, whistling. 
When he was near Murphy said to 
him: "Did you tell Snyder that his 
sheep were in your field ?" French re- 
plied, "I did." Murphy retorted an- 
grily, at tho same time grasping him by 
the coat collar with his left hand, and 
with his right drawing his pistol and 
placing it against his temple, fired. As 
he drew tha pistol French said, "Oh, 
don't 1" and fell forward almost into 
the murderer's arms. Andorson was 
terribly frightened, and ran with all 
possible speed, and was nearly exhaust- 
ed when he reached town. A crowd 
of citizens and a physician immediately 
repaired to tho spot. They found Mr. 
French standingupand ascertained that 
ho had walked some distance from 
where he foil. Ho was talking and 
waving his hands, perfectly uncon- 
scious of what ho was doing. It was a 
horriblo sight — his eyes almost bursting 
from the sockets and covered with dirt 
and blood, his beard and hair stiff with 
congealed blood, and blood stream- 
ing from his nose and ears and covering 
his clothes. The ball entered tho left 
temple, and ranging downward, came 
out just below tho right cheekbone. Mr. 
French was alivo this morning, but 
there is no hope of his recovery. 

Umatilla, May 14. — A report by 
stage this morning from Pendleton 
says that Murphy, the murderer of 
French of Heppner, was arrested at 
Heppner Tuesday morning in a brew- 
ery there, where he had dared to ven- 
ture for food. He was arrested by the 
brewery man, who recognizod him after 
he had called for food and drink. 
While in the act of setting it before 
him, the man observed a pistol in the 
murderer's breast pocket, which he 
instantly seized and commanded him 
to surrender. Murphy is now in jail 
at Pendletou. 

UNITED STATES. 
MlLTON, Pa., May 15. — A fire broke 
out at 12 o'clock to.-day in the car works 
hore, and a heavy northwest wind pre- 
vailing it was impossible t'o check tho 
progress of the flames until the business 
portion of tho town was destroyed. It 
is estimated that 700 buildings were 
burned, including several churches. 
The fire burned over a space seven 
squares in length and two in width. 
Assistance camo from Sunbury, Dan- 
ville, Williamsport, Lewisburg and 
Watsontown. Tho banks, telegraph 
office, newspaper offices and Pennsyl- 
vania railroad depot, gas works and all 
hotels were destroyed. Soveral bodies 
havo been recovered, but were burned 
beyond recognition. Two hundred and 
fifty families are rendered homeless by 
the conflagration, and are camping out 
in the fields/ 



New York, May 1G. — A number of 
greenbackers and workingnien met last 
evening on the steps of the Brooklyn 
city hall, and expressed sympathy for 
Denis Kearney. Resolutions wero 
adopted pledging to support Kearney. 
They said he exercised simply a right 
guaranteed to him by the constitution.

— A boiler explosion 
at tho Birtchall iron works this after- 
noon killed fifteen persons. «

A BYLAW 

For tho Bottor Observance of tho 
Sabbath. 

nE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
U and Council of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open on the 
Sabbath day for tho salo of goods, waros 
or merchandise by wholesale or retail, 
othor than liquor by retail, any store, 
warehouse or othor placo of business. 

2. No person shall keep any saloon 
open for the sale of liquor by retail bo- 
twecn tho hours of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon and five o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and fivo o'clock in the 
afternoon on tho Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for the 
salo of liquor by retail any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between the hours of ten 
o'clock in tho forenoon and live o'clock 
on the aftornoon of any Sabbath day. 

0. It shall not bo lawful to discharge} 
any cargo, oxcept live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on tho Sabbath clay. 

G. It shall not bo lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on the Sabbatli day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall bo subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twonty-fivo dollars nor less 
than fivo dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by tin's bylaw 
may, together with thu costs of convic- 
tion, be recovered in a summary manner 
before the Police Magistrate of the City 
of Victoria or any Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and salo of tho goods and 
chatties of tho offender, and in default of 
payment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such offender for any 
term not exceeding ono calendar month 
in ono of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may be cited as the Sabbath 
Opservanco Bylaw, 1880.
